Washington. — Official Washington 
and social Washington are both pro¬ 
foundly shocked. The Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court is offended. An 
Embassador of the German empire is 
grieved, and the cause of all the row is 
the wife of the gallant old hero of Ma¬ 
nila bay. 

Mrs. Dewey attended the White 
House reception on New Year’s day. 
She was allotted a place in the line 
of oallers. She was among the oivil 
offloers of the Government and their 
wives, jrho followed the fnembers of 
the diplomatic corps and the Supreme 
Court. But the long, tortuous line 
moved too slowly for Mrs. Dewey, 
who is an energetic body. Watching 
her opportnnity ahe grabbed Secretary 
Long by the arm when he shuffled 
past the doorway where she stood and 
moved along with him. 

The secretary is a gallant gentleman 
and he charged boldly on the President 
with the Admiral’s wife. He forgot the 
wives of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, who weie set back by the head¬ 
long rush. Next day Chief Justice 
Fuller filed a protest with Secretary 
Porter. Secretary Porter referred the 
matter to the President. Hut Mrs. 
Dewey s adventures for the day were 
not ended. She gave a reception from 
12:30 to 2 o'olook. The German Em¬ 
bassador arrived ten minutes late.

The average par¬ 
ity of beets received at the factory this 
year is 83.72, and the average sugar 
contents 14.60 per cent, which is 
higher than in most other localities in 
the United States. 


Chicago School Board Have Thrown Out 
n Text Book. 

Chicago.—The histories of England 
furnished as supplementary reading for 
the seventh and eighth grades in the 
public schools were thrown out by the 
Sohool Management Committee of the 
Board of Education. The fight made 
at the last meeting of the Board had 
been transferred to the committee, 
and the result was that, on motion of 
Trustee John T. Keating, who is 
president of the Ancient Order of Hi¬ 
bernians, the district superintendents 
were ordered to recommend other 
books on English history which would 
not contain any referenoe to England 
as the “mother country.” 

When the matter came up on the mo¬ 
tion to adopt several hundred books 
for supplementary reading, Trustee 
Keating said: 

“Every book on this list is good, 
with the exception of the histories of 
England. I think it is time the pub- 
lie schools of Chicago should have his- 
tories which show the rapacity and 
tyranny of England in their true 
light. The history of England is 
worth studying, bat our ohildren do 
not want to be reminded that Eng¬ 
land is the only country on the globe. 
The United States is an independent 
country, even though we have laws 
founded on the Enlgish system. What 
we want in the schools is a history 
of England which will be liberal 
enough to allow credit to other coun¬ 
tries.” 


Washington.—Secretary Wilson, in 
1 interview, emphasized the great 
commercial significance of the “open 
door” concert of the powere respecting 
Ghina. Responding to an inquiry he 
Mid that but for this action the 
united States would have been shut 
out from trade advantages in any 
province which other nations might 
see fit to take possesion of. 

® e “Anything produced in 

the United States will now perma- 
nently find its way into all parts of 
the Celestial empire. Our trade rela¬ 
tions there in the future are secured. 
Not of the least importance is the fact 
that the permanence of the ootton 
nsstket in China is secured. The 
trade in cotton goods has been very 
heavy in Manchuria and other north¬ 
ern provinces. Our interests generally 
our dairy, poultry and other products ! 
from the farms of the United States 
now have assurance of permanent 
markets in all the provinces through¬ 
out the Chinese empire where suoh 
things are in demand, and this demand 
is growing and will continue to grow. 

“The work of Secretary Hay in this 
regard supplements and complements 
the work of our Army and Navy. A 
year ago no nation would have listened 
to a proposition of this kind, but the 
whole world listens to the United 
States now. The White Man's Bur¬ 
den came with the islands. Sea rotary 
Hay’s work birngs the reward for lift¬ 
ing the burden. Some idea of the 
vastness of JJthe interests involved may 
be gained from the faot. that while ten 
years ago our exports from the Pacific 
Coast to all countries aggregated $26,- 
000 , 000 , and five years ago $42,000,000, 
the steady increase in Pacific Coast 
exports raised the aggregate to $ 73 ,- 
000,000 a year ago."

PLANS FOR CARNEGIE LIBRARY. 

Ban Diego Commlsaion Glvea Big Lati¬ 
tude to Architects. 

San Diego.—In making the oall for 
plana and specifications for the new 
public library building that ia to be 
built with money given the city by 
Andrew Carnegie, the library board 
has deoided to give the architects 
ample time and they will not be called 
apon to submit plans until March 
15th. The board haa given the archi¬ 
tects all the latitude they can ask for, 
having simply signified a desire that 
the onter walls of the building be of 
granite or of pressed brick or a com¬ 
bination of the two. The cost of the 
building ia limited to the amount of 
the gift, $50,000,and that is to be 
made to include book rack finishings 
and architect’s commission. 

The site for the building is a half 
block on E street, between Eighth and 
Ninth, having a frontage of 200 feet 
on E street and extending baok 150 
feet on each of the other streets. 
Architects are to be permitted to sub¬ 
mit more than one set of plans if they 
see fit. 


At the Union Iron Works, San Fran- 
cisoo, shipyard lies a 13-inch rifled 
gun for the battleship Wisconsin, now 
approaching completion. The cannon 
is 40 feet long, weighs 70 tons and will 
throw a projectile ten miles. The Wis¬ 
consin will have four of these, the 

largest gnns ever put on an American 
battleship.

Cltj Decide* to Have Them 
Its Hoads* 

San Diego.—The city of San 
finds tramps a pest each winter. Like 
every one else, the tramp has found 
Southern California the most delightful 
corner of the earth in which to spend 
a . w * n t er > •nd having no business to 
tie them elsewhere flocks in this di¬ 
rection. He will work ne harder here 
than in any other portion of the coun¬ 
try , and the result is that vagrants are 
common pests. It has come to be a 
common belief that these individuals 
are very willing to be sentenced to 
any number of days in the County 
jail, where there is nothing to do and 
where the county furnishes good 
wholesome meals for all prisoners 
In order to put a stop to the evi¬ 
dent desire on the part of a good 
many to “break into jail” the Board 
of Supervisors decided to establish 
chain gang, in which all prisoners 
sentenced for misdemeanor offenses 
committed in the county shall be com¬ 
pelled to work. The roads of the 
oonnty are not in the best of shape, 
and it is believed that the establish¬ 
ment of the chain gang will not only 
be a good thing for the roads but it 
will be a preventive against the in¬ 
crease of the tramp nuiaanoe. 


Otis Will Soon Hsve a Force 
tire Thousand. 

Washington.—With the arrival at 
Manila of the transport. Grant, which 
le|t San Francisco on December 21st 
with ,$he Forty-eighth Volunteer In- 
ia^ry (colored), General Otis will 
baU command of an effective force of 
about 66,000 men. The army now in 
the Philippines aggregates 62,500 
men, of whioh 31,000 are regular 
troops and 81,600 volunteers. With 
the arrival of the Grant, the entire 
volunteer strength 34,000 men will be 
in the Philippines. This inoludes the 
Forty-eighth Volunteer Infantry, aB 
stated, and the Forty-first Volunteer 
Infantry, which left New York on the 
transport Logan November 20 th, and 
is expoted to arrive at Manila shortly. 
The authorized strength of the volun¬ 
teer army ia 85,000 men, divided into 
Diego | twenty-five regiments, but most of 
these regiments are short of their com¬ 
plement of 1305 men, and the actual 
strength of the volunteer army is about 
34,000. The only volunteer cavalry 
regiment in the service—the Eleventh 
Cavalry—is in the Philippines. 


BALFOUR TALKS OF THE WAR. 

Sava England Is Involved In thn Grant- 
••t Vlar of the deaeration. 

London.—Arthur J. Balfour, First | 
Lord of the Treasury, delivered hit 
annual address to his Manchester con¬ 
stituents the other evening. An im¬ 
mense audienoe gave him an enthusi¬ 
astic reoeption Mr. Balfour con¬ 
trasted the conditions of last year, 
when the Fashoda incident had been 
honorably closed and the peace con 
ference had been at The Hague, with 
those of today, when, he said, England 
had become involved in the "greatest 
war of the generation.” 

“It is true,” he oontinued, “that 
the Government knew the situation 
contained elements of peril, but. It. is 
not true that they regarded the war 
as anyting like inevitable. If it be 
asked why the Government, knowing 
the Transvaal was inoreasing its arma¬ 
ment, did not. protest, the melancholy 
reason rests in the Jameson raid, 
which gave the Transvaal a chanoe to 
say it was arming not for aggression 
but for self-protection. Thus we are 
oriticised for doing too little by those 
who a year ago attacked us for doing 
too much. 

Even the tactical misfortune at 
Ladysmith, or the extent of the Boer 
invasion of British territory, said Mr. 
Balfour, “is not such as need by itself 
frighten even the most timid.” 

In defending the artillery equip¬ 
ment, he^said: “Do not believe your 
soldiers are sent to the field with a 
worse gun than France or Germany 
would, use in similar circumstances. 
The guns supplied to Sir George 
White were intended for a mobile 
force, not for the defense of a be¬ 
leaguered fortress. The course of the 
war has revealed the necessity for 
guns less mobile but of greater range 
and these are being put out abund¬ 
antly.” 

After extolling the sea transport 
and the read)’ response of the reserves, 
be declared that the Government had 
given the Generals an asboluely free 
hand; that the war was “one in de¬ 
fense of our African empire, and, that, 
through good and evil fortune, they 
would pursue it unswervingly to the 
end, so that no such war should ever 
be waged in South Africa again. 


The Profitable Cow. 

Large cows with heavy shoulders 
and hind quarters are seldom if ever 
profitable in the dairy, while spare 
cows with light quarters and large 
middle pieces are almost universally- 
profitable. There are physiological, 
reasons for this which superficial 
minds do not seem to comprehend. 
An ordinary cow oan digest only about 
28 pounds of dry food or 60 pounds ef 
green food per day. and if it is prop¬ 
erly selected it will contain about two 
pounds of available protein, whioh is 
the only milk-making material in the 
food. Now if the cow weighs 1,200 
pounds she will need for her own 
bodily maintenance about .85 of a 
pound of available protein, which 
leaves 1.15 pounds available for milk, 
which is only enough for .7 of a pound 
of butter. But if a cow weighs 800 
pounds ahe will have enough protein 
left, after deducting what she needs 
for food of support, to yield .9 of a 
pound per day, which is 30 per cent 
more than the yield from the large 
cow, which is enough difference to 
make it profitable to keep the smaller 
oow. This calculation assumes that 
the large beef-bred cow will not con¬ 
vert any of her feed into meat, which 
is very rarely the case, and every 
pound of gain made reduoes her butter 
yield by half a pound. 

80 it will be seen that much de¬ 
pends upon the kind of oow that is 
employed. When feed is very cheap, 
farmers oan make some monoy by 
using an ordinary cow, but under 
present conditions the cow must be 
speoially adapted for dairy work if 
reasonable profit is wanted.—T. L. 
Haeoker, in Kansas Farmer.

Washington.—The appointment of 
General William Lndlow (Lieutnant- 
Colonel Engineer Corps) to be a Brig¬ 
adier-General in the regular Army has 
cansed the following promotions in the 
corps of engineers: Major W. H. Heaer, 
stationed at San Francisco, to be 
Lientenant-Colonel; Captain C. MoD. 
Townsend, stationed at Rook Island, 
Ill., to be Major; First Lieutenant 
Robert McGregor, stationed at Little 
Rock, Ark., to be Captain; Second 
Lieutenant, F. W. Altslaetter,stationed 
at Willet’s Point, to be First Lieuten¬ 
ant; additional Second Lieutenant E. 
M. Markham, stationed at St. Augus¬ 
tine, Fla., to be Second Lieutenant. 


Fishing Beats Mot Subject to Solsuro. 

Washington. — The United States 
Supreme Court deoided two cases in¬ 
volving the question of the right to 
capture coast fishing vessels belonging 
to the enemy in time of war and make 
prizes of them. These deoisions in¬ 
volved two fishing smacks owned in 
Havana which were taken by the block¬ 
ading squadron, condemned and sold 
as prises. The Conrt held that the 
seixure was oontrary to well-estab¬ 
lished international law. 


Two Men Ride Moat of the Way From 
Dawaon. 

Tacoma, Wash. — Henry Jenkins 
and another man arrived in Kkagway 
last week having come the greater 
part of the way from Dawson on their 
bioycies. Ice for the most part of the 
trip was glaring smooth and they 
were able to ride very fast, making as 
high as 100 miles one day. Where the 
ice was rough they took to the hills. 
They predict that the wheel will be 
used by many people on the trip from 
Bennett to Dawson and that the jour¬ 
ney can be made in five or six days. 
The great advantage they say is that 
while riding one does not feel the 
oold. An automobile has been talked 
of for the northern trails and they 
think it coaid be used to great advan- 
tage. Jenkins and his companion are 
going directly East, were tbev will 
study automobiles. They say they 
will bring one west for their return 
trip in March. 


Virtual Military Control of the Terri¬ 
tory to Inaure Good Order. 
Washington. — The President lias 
created a military department consist¬ 
ing of the Territory of Alaska and 
assigned Colonel George M. Randall 
Eighth Uuitod States Infantry, to 
command. Colonel Randall is on 
duty with his regiment in Cuba and 
will report here en route to Alaska 
early this month. It was stated at 
the War Department that Colonel 
Randall would be given a commission 
as Brigadier-General of Volunteers. 

The action of the department in this 
matter is tantamount to the establish¬ 
ment of a complete military govern¬ 
ment in Alaska, especially as to the 
northern portion. The matter has 
been under consideration for a long 
time. There is no disposition to re- 
fleot in any way on the officials of the 
Territorial Government, but the civil 
machinery which is said to be totally 
inadequate could not be strengthened 
and enlarged without considerable 
legislation and the loss of much valu¬ 
able time. In addition to the heavy 
immigration into the Cape Nome dis¬ 
trict from the world at large the Klon¬ 
dike appears to be emptying its popu¬ 
lation upon those golden shores and 
natnrally there is danger of an out¬ 
break of lawlessness and disorder 
among the adventurous spirits at 
tracted to the mines.

The report is confirmed 
by Captain Harry Taylor, engineers in 
charge of all coast defense work on the 
sound. 


Ooagraaaraun Want* Three-Gent 
Piece* With Holes In the Center. 

Washington.—Representative Berry 
of Kentucky sees the advantages in 
the Chinese method of making small 
ooins which, having holes in the cen¬ 
ter, may be strung like beads and 
worn around the neck. That makes 
them convenient for paying street car 
fare in winter, when pockets are not 
easy of access. Under the bill intro¬ 
duced by Berry, the Seoretary of the 
Treasury is required in future to coin 
three-cent nickel pieces of the same 
diameter as the present one-oent 
bronze piece, but having a round hole 
in the center, a quarter of an inch in 
diameter. Upon Berry’s proposed 
three-cent pieces there are to be im¬ 
printed thirteen stars and the year of 
coinage, while on the reversed side 
will be the inscription “United States 
of America.”

000. The British may be a little slow 
In showing their apreciation of humor, 
but there are other matters in which 
they are not so slow. 

A wise physician who lias long ob¬ 
served tbe customs of Europeans and 
Americans in this particular says that 
If a man cannot retire from his busi¬ 
ness or profession when 50 years old 
be liad better not do it at aJi.

There is always sympathy for the 
person who lights a fire with kerosene 
and for the man who loses his money 
in an investment scheme that pays 520 
per cent, laterest. Yet gross ignorance 
and cupidity can only be disciplined by 
cruel experience. The man who invest¬ 
ed his money In the Franklin syndicate 
was either a fool who did not deserve 
worldly possessions, or a knave who 
hoped to feed upon the gullibility of the 
public in company with the rascal who 
planned the Job. The law can keep hu¬ 
man sharks at a distance, but it cannot 
keep their prey from going to them. In 
the worship of “something for nothing” 
is found all that is weak, selfish, envi¬ 
ous and dishonest In human nature. 
Thus, while one part of humanity is 
prowling for a chance to get something 
for nothing, another is baiting its trap 
for the first. If the two destroy each 
other in the duel, the world is the gain¬ 
er. A Franklin syndicate failure is not 
a calamity. 

Without doubt the empty-headed, in¬ 
ane and useless young “swell” Is a type 
In this country. But fortunately the 
class he represents Is very small. It 
would be a mistake to suppose that the 
Inheritance of wealth and social posi¬ 
tion always or even usually Involves 
such a blight upon Intellect and energy 
and character. Familiar observation 
contradicts such assumption flatly. 
The present Governor of the State of 
New York was horn to more money 
than be could need. Yet he is not only 
advocating but personally leading the 
"strenuous life” of lndustrius public 
service. Seth Low inherited millions 
enough to excuse him from all toil. 
Yet he is one of the hardest-working 
and most fruitfully working men In the 
land. He has given up half his fortune 
that education might be advanced. To 
the same end he sits late at night ovet 
self-imposed tasks aud rises early In 
the morning to meet other duties. As 
the head of a great university he has 
enough to do to exhaust the enegry ot 
any one man. Yet when the welfare of 
this community Is put at Issue he Is 
ready with pen and purse and person to 
assist his fellow-citizens in a struggle 
for good government. When the na¬ 
tion enters upon au effort for peace he 
gives his time, his abilities and his ex¬ 
traordinary energy to that service of 
mankind as a representative of Amer¬ 
ican sentiment at The Hague. In the 
same way the late Prof. Marsh, born 
to more money than any reasonable 
man wants, spent It and himself lav¬ 
ishly In an endeavor to forward scien¬ 
tific learning. John Jacob Astor, in¬ 
heritor of untold millions, was among 
the first to respond to the country’s 
call to righteous war. lie not only 
equipped and armed a battery at his 
own expense, but he dismissed bis 
valet, abandoned all tbe luxuries that 
were his for the taking, and went to 
the front as a hardy soldier lu a pe¬ 
culiarly perilous campaign. The 
Bough Blders had no rougher riders 
among them than the rich “society” 
young men who enlisted from New 
York. Young Cornelius Vanderbilt is 
learning the mechanical part of the 
railroad business and has already de¬ 
vised a valuable Improvement In loco¬ 
motives nnd a new pattern of freight 
ear. The catalogue of Illustrative ex¬ 
amples might be indefinitely multi¬ 
plied. Enough have been mentioned 
to show that in our country at least In¬ 
herited wealth brings no blight to 
manhood when the inheritor of the 
millions linppens also to inherit charc- 
aeter and good sense. To such men 
money means opportunity.

How to make religion winsome? In 
the first place by realizing the need and 
propriety of making It winsome. Some 
people seem to think there is no occa¬ 
sion for any effort in this direction, 
that religion Is sufficiently winsome la 
Itself, or, If not, there Is something out 
of taste If not morally culpable in try¬ 
ing to make it seem so. But certainly 
It is our privilege to do what we can 
to lead others to realize that the re¬ 
ligious life Is a happy one. a life of 
gladness and reward.

REASON FbR PIRACY’S DECAY. 

Master* of Trading Ships No Longer 
Carry Specie with Them. 

A son of the old-time yachting cap¬ 
tain, Jack White, of Bed Bank, picked 
up a Mexican silver dollar of 1834 on 
Sandy Hook the other day. Capt. Jack 
said it reminded him of many a dollar 
he had seen that had been picked up 
along tlie Jersey coast and on Long Isl¬ 
and shores. 

“Mexican silver dollars,” he said, 
“were the money of the commercial 
world during all the earjy part of this 
century, aud you could find them when- 
ever there were wrecks. Nowadays pi¬ 
rating would not pay, but in those days 
every ship had to carry a lot of money 
every time she went on a voyage. Now¬ 
adays a captain doesn’t have to have 
anything but a bit of pocket money, and 
It is a fact that many a ship goes on a 
voyage with hardly a dollar on board. 
If the captain needs anything he can 
either draw money at any port or else 
finds credit there. 

“It was very different a generation 
ago. Iu those days a captain had to 
take out with him money enough to last j 
him for the whole voyage, and some- ! 
thing for emergencies besides. He often 
had big sums aboard, also, that were 
used iu trading, or that represented a 
cargo sold. 

“It was not uncommon in those days 
for a ship to start out with a full cargo, 1 
bound for some foreign port, where the 
captain would have to hunt his own : 
market. If the cargo wouldn't sell well 
there, he had power to go to any other j 
port to limit a profitable market Then, 
when he had sold out, he was expected 
to buy a new cargo, either for a home j 
port, or, perhaps, some other part of ] 
tbe world. It was not unusual for a 
captain to handle half a dozen cargoes 
on a long trading voyage, and come 
home in ballast, with a big box of sil¬ 
ver dollars to help kind bit ship up to 
the wind. Even tbe little vessels car- j 
ried a lot of money aboard. 

“I guess that dollar was wrecked 
there fifty years or so ago, and It has 
been drifting around In the sands ever 
since.”

beautiful blue country air, guaranteed 
absolutely pure. This can never be 
accomplished, however, until some 
means have beeu provided for trans¬ 
porting liquid air to considerable dis¬ 
tances without enormous losses, caused 
by its return to its former state.

Typical Hairy Form. 

An outline is herewith given—taken 
from an illustration of a noted Guern¬ 
sey cow—that shows almost the ideal 
shape for a dairy cow. Iu breeding to 
raise the herd year by year to a higher 
average of merit, it will be well to keep 
such an outline as this constantly iu 
one’s mind. It is true that uot every 
cow with a perfect dairy form shows 
herself to be of exceptional dairy merit, 
hut the best dairy cowe so uniformly 
correspond to such external character¬ 
istics that one will make no mistake iu 
making the dairy form his ideal in 
breeding. Not all cows with "dairy 
form” show excellence at the pail and 
churn; but few, on the other hand, 
show such excellence that do not show 
these external characteristics. It is the 
only wise course, then, to breed for 
them, and to regard the exceptions that 
occur as “proving the rule.” 

The distinguishing external marks 
that characterize a good dairy cow— 
which are so excellently shown Ln this 
outline— are wedge-shape for the body, 
large In the “barrel” and rear quar¬ 
ters, and light and thin in the fore¬ 
quarters; a large udder with large, well- 
placed teats, looseness and yellowness 
of skin; severe leanness of body as op¬ 
posed to the rounded and plump form 
of the purely beef animal, thinness of 
neck, fineness aud waxiuess of horns, a 
“dishing” face, and full, mild eye. Ex- 



borhood and keep on building mad til¬ 
ing new combs until the entire building 
is occupied. Many large bee trees have 
been found completely filled with 
honey, an amount that no single swarm 
could produce.

The caves in this 
mountain are only open on the river, 
where Its rocky sides rise to the 
height of 000 feet, and so nearly per 
peudicular that It Is safer as well as 
easier to be let down from the top than 
to try to climb up. In all these caves 
are millions of bees and tons of honey. 
One man who tried to investigate it 
found columns of comb honey hanging 
from the walls and seemingly extend¬ 
ing a quarter of a mile from the en¬ 
trance. 

The Time to Spray Trees. 

Prof. Card, of Nebraska, makes the 
following recommendation In a recent 
bulletin: 

Spray with Paris green, as generally 
recommended, about one week after 
after the blossoms fall, or ln time te 
get the calyx cups well filled with the 
poison, so that they may close over 
and hold It there. 

Spray again with Paris green and 
bordeaux mixture combined or with 
kerosene emulsion about June 1, or, 
better still, observe carefully and ap¬ 
ply this when eggs are being laid In 
abundance on the leaves. 

Scrape the bark and place paper 
bands around the tree about the last 
of June, when the larvae are beginning 
to leave the apple to pupate. Examine 
these two or three times a week apart, 
and destroy the insects found beneath 
them. *■ 

If these methods are not wholly ef¬ 
fective, owing to the proximity of neg¬ 
lected orchards or from au unusual 
abundance of moths, later spraying, 
with either Paris green and bordeaux 
mixture or kerosene emulsion, may do 
some good, but apparently can not be 
expected to be wholly effective. Late 
spraying witli arsenites is much more 
likely to injure the foliage than ear¬ 
lier applications. 

If larvae are still found in the apples 
in any considerable numbers toward 
the end of the season place paper 
bands about the tree about Sept. 1 or 
a little earlier. Leave them there un¬ 
til the fruit is gathered from the or¬ 
chard; then remove and destroy the 
larvae hibernating beneath them. 

A Chicken Coop. 

Here are drawings of front and rear 
of a coop for hens and little chicks. B.

Muke Your Cattle Fut. 

The present range iu value between 
prime ripe beeves of good weight and 
short-fed, partly fat stock is the widest 
lu years, being fully 52 to 52.25 per 100 
pounds. This beiug the case, it is sim¬ 
ply throwing money away to market 
cattle half ripe. Many of the half fat 
cattle marketed during the past two 
weeks would with sixty to ninety days’ 
longer feed have brought at least 50 
cents to 75 cents per 100 pounds more, 
which would practically be clear profit, 
as the increase in weight would nearly 
if not quite cover the cost of feed anil 
labor. The market is glutted with half¬ 
fat cattle, while the supply of ripe 
beeves is not sufficient for the demand, 
and everything points to good prices for 
such for some time to come. 

A Bee Mountain. 

It is well known that where bees 
have unlimited room there is no occa¬ 
sion for them to swarm. Though there 
will be new colonies formed, instead 
of flying away to seek new homes 
they will continue in the same neigh¬ 
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into coop. The drawings, reproduced 
from the Ohio Farmer, explain them¬ 
selves. 

• Keeping; Furiu Accounts. 

The Census Bureau lias sent out A 
circular iequestiug farmers to be pre¬ 
pared to answer correctly the various 
questions they will ask when taking 
the census; in regard to the amount 
they produce of the various farm crops, 
including milk, butter, cheese, eggs 
nnd poultry. Upon many of the lead¬ 
ing crops, probably, they will lie able 
to make returns very near the exact 
amount, but upon those we have 
named, we think many of them will 
guess fearfully wild uuless they have 
some figures to refresh their memory. 
Aud we think they are apt to underes¬ 
timate such things, especially when 
questions are asked by a government 
official. We do uot know whether they 
fear that a too favorable report will 
result in increased taxation, or it is a 
habit, but their answers are not the 
same stories as their boasts of good 
crops when they meet other farmers 
at the village grocery. There has been 
some comment upon the estimates of 
growing crops sent out by the Agricult¬ 
ural Department being less than the 
reports after harvesting, but we have 
little doubt that they are founded on 
the reports or estimates given by the 
growers themselves. The blame is with 
the farmers, who are apt to declare a 
rather poor crop to be the poorest they 
ever saw, and a good crop to be the, 
biggest ever known. It may be an un¬ 
conscious exaggeration, and tbe best 
cure for it would be a system of book- j 
keeping that would show actual re¬ 
sults.—American Cultivator.

How to Make Good Batter. 

I have read much about making but-, 
tor for both the home and foreign trade. 
Experiment stations have been trying 
to teach creameries how to make sweet 
butter, but they had better go back to 
the farmers and teach them how to pro¬ 
duce sweet, clean milk, free from for¬ 
eign odors. As soon as the milk la 
drawn it should be removed from the 
stable, strained through canton flannel, 
and given a good airing. Cool it to! 
nearly freezing point, If possible. Thia 
will drive out all impurities, so that the 
making of sweet butter is possible. For 
my part I prefer Jersey cows, as they 1 
give richer milk and more highly color-! 
ed cream. My wife makes gilt-edged 
butter without any coloring whatever, 
and can get 30 cents a pound for it, 
while the creamery is receiving only 25 
cents. She makes exactly what the 
trade calls for.—H, R., in Orange Juddi 
Farmer.

The pool water, as well as 
that In the canal, Is deep brown, from 
the cypress and Juniper timber through 
which It flows. It is said to be extreme¬ 
ly healthful, and In formes years ves¬ 
sels putting Into Norfolk used to send 
their boats up Deep creek for a store of 
the water, to be used on the voyage. 
Turner’s cut opens into the Pasquotank 
river, a picturesque stream, with many 
windings. The timber along its banks 
is thick and of much commercial value. 
Until the first tug passed through a 
short time ago, many of the Inhabitants 
of this region had never seen such a 
craft 

With an inland route front New En¬ 
gland to the Florida coast the terrors 
of a blockade In case of war should be 
diminished greatly. Such a waterway 
would give a back door entrance by 
water for torpedo boats. It would offer 
a means for transporting munitions of 
war and troops, as well as general sup¬ 
plies, which might be endangered 
should the outside route be taken. Rec¬ 
ognizing thjs, the Government is co¬ 
operating In the work, and $237,000 
has been appropriated for widening and 
improving the northern and southern 
entrances. 

There now Is an open passage by an 
Inland water route from Jacksonville 
north to Charleston, S. C. Some easily 
constructed links would carry the 
route to the Dismal Swamp canal. 
Through this canal to the Chesapeake 
bay, Baltimore is reached; Philadel¬ 
phia by way of the Delaware and Ches¬ 
apeake canal, and the Delaware and 
Raritan canal thence affords an inland 
protected waterway to New York.

REOPENED AFTER BEING ABAN 
DONED FOR YEARS. 


Original Plano of the Famous Ditch 
Were Drawn by George Washington, 
Then ■ Virginia Surveyor-Had Its 
Real Beginning in 1787 , 


After being abandoned for thirty-five 
years, the Dismal Swamp canal has 
been reopened. It connects the Chesa¬ 
peake bay with Albemarle sound, and 
had Its real beginning In 1787, when 
Virginia chartered a company with a 
capital of $80,000 to construct It The 
original plans and specifications were 
drawn by George Washington, then a 
Virginia surveyor, more than a quarter 
of a century before the chartering of 
the company. 

Lack of funds, the Inferiority of engi¬ 
neering devices and later the war of 
1812, all worked against Its completion. 
When the funds were exhausted the 
company was authorized by Virginia to 
raise $50,000 by lottery. When finished, 
In 1821, the canal had cost $1,800,000, 
and extended from the village of Deep 
Creek, Va., to South Mills, N. C., twen¬ 
ty-two miles. Deep creek is an arm of 
Elizabeth river, and the village is about 
300 miles from that river, making the 
northern terminus of the canal practl-

l ed the company’s treasury, and when 
i the United States commissioner came to 
collect the taxes he was informed that 
the company had no assets, being bare¬ 
ly able to pay the lockkeepers, etc.

INVENTIONS RUN IN CURRENTS 


GLIMPSE OF THE LAKES. 


Several Brains Generally Kvolve the 
Same Idea Simultaneously. 

“A man in my line of business,” said 
a local attorney who hiokes a specialty 
of patents, “has an exceptional oppor¬ 
tunity for finding out that great minds 
run in the same direction. It is a re¬ 
markable fact that fully seven-eighths 
of the important mechanical appliances 
of the past fifty years have been the 
subject of litigation on the ground of 
priority of invention. In almost every 
instance It was clearly shown that dif¬ 
ferent people, sometimes as many as 
five or six, were at work ou the same 
Idea at the same time, each unknown 
to the other. A somewhat plausible 
explanation has been advanced for 
these remarkable coincidences,” con¬ 
tinued the lawyer. “It Is, in brief, that 
certain universal needs suggest similar 
trains of thought to active minds and 
In searching for the best remedy they 
fall Insensibly into the same channel. 
This is only another way of saying that 
necessity Is the mother of invention, 
but it is hard to apply the theory to 
scores of devices that were certainly 
not the subject of any specified demand. 
Take the telephone, for Instance. 

"At the time Prof. Bell was perfect¬ 
ing his instrument at least three other 
inventors were developing the same 
thing and he beat them to the patent 
office by a mere scratch. Everybody 
remembers the long and bitter contest 
that ensued, and I believe, personally, 
that each of the parties to it was in 
entire good faith, although It Is almost 
impossible to convince an inventor, 
under such circumstances, that there 
has been no fraud. Every man believes 
firmly that the other fellows have sto¬ 
len his Idea. The arc light, the Incan- 


Swamp Canal Company absolutely re¬ 
fused to take the oath of allegiance, re¬ 
newed their expressions of fealty to the 
Southern cause, and resigned. This re¬ 
sulted in the dissolution of the concern, 
and two months later the United States 
Government confiscated the property. 

From this time until the close of the 
war the canal remained in the posses¬ 
sion of the Government, and was the 
scene of many important military oper¬ 
ations. In 1866, being of no further use 
and in a state of dilapidation, it was re¬ 
turned to such members of the com¬ 
pany as still survived. 

During the reconstruction period the 
canal fell into gradual decay and be¬ 
came a gloomy morass and the sur¬ 
rounding country was deserted save by 
a few negroes. 

Three years ago the Lake Drummond 
Canal and Water Company bought the 
rights and thoroughly restored the 
canal after an expenditure of $900,000. 
The basis of reconstruction was a min¬ 
imum depth of 10 feet, and a width of 
40 feet at the bottom and 60 feet at the 
surface. The average width, however, 
will be not far from 80 feet. The old 
locks have been done away with and 
the canal is entered at either end by a 
large modern lock, 250 feet long and 40 
]feet wide, with 10 feet of water over 
the miter sill. 

The canal is perfectly straight for 
nearly half its length. A little to the 
south of the feeder from Lake Drum¬ 
mond it makes a sharp turn and then 
pursues an undeviating path to its end. 
It is confined between high clay banks. 
From South Mills, the southern term¬ 
inus, the route goes through Turner’s

Oapt Glenn, of the army, who has 
been describing Ids Alaskan explora¬ 
tions of last year in print, tells of the 
little cannery at Orca, not far from the 
mouth of the Copper river, which was 
so little known until recently that it 
could not be accurately placed on the 
maps. This cannery has a capacity of 
50,000 cans per annum, and employs 
from 125 to 150 men of whom sixty are 
Chinese. The Chinese do all the work 
iu the cannery, making, packing and 
labeling the cans and boxing them l'or 
shipment.
